Bird and his wife were trapped 
by detectives here Aug. 8, after a 
six-day search. Their arrest ended 
a flight which began after a 
d jail break a year ago. 
Other members of the gang were

Bird escaped from the peniten- 
tiary at Jefferson City, July 19, 
1936, fleeing from a warehouse out- 
side the prison walls. He had been 
serving a 10-year sentence for a 
filling station holdup in which he 
used an automobile he had stolen 
from a policeman. His criminal 
record in St. Louis dates back to 
1923, when he was taken to Juvenile 
Court on charges of burglary and 
lareeny. 

His brother, Frank, and James 
Widmer were serving life sentences 
at the time for the murder of Pa- 
trolman John H. Grogan and Har- 
vey Hammett, a bystander, in St. 
Louis in 1925. Frank Bird and 
Widmer escaped early in 1937. The 
brothers and Widmer weré cap- 
tured in a bank holdup in Cleve-

The city Board of Estimate and 

Apportionment today voted to rev-

The proposed change in tax levy 
would reduce the Museum’s revenue 
from about $230,000 a year to about 
$115,000. The $115,000 thus taken 
from the Museum's revenue would 


municipal purposes. 

Legal procedure for making the 
change, as outlined to the Board 
of Estimate by City Counselor Ed- 
gar H. Wayman, would be, first, 
that the Aldermen should pass a 
bill firing a .1l-cent tax levy for 
the Museum; next, that the Alder- 
men should pass an ordinance sub- 
mitting to the voters, at the No- 
vember election, the question of 
repealing the existing 2-cent levy. 
If the voters should pass the 
repeal proposal, the 1-cent tax levy 
would be duly substituted for that 
‘of 2 cents. If the voters should not 
pass the repealer, the Aldermen 
would repeal the i-cent levy ordi- 
mance, and the present tax wouid 
continue. 

If the program were carried 
through as proposed, the Museum, 
instead of its present assured sup- 
port, would have to ask the bud- 
get-makers, every year, to provide 
for its needs. In case of string- 
ency, it would be possible for the 
city officials to grant it less than 
a i-cent rate, or to strike out the 
item of its support altogether.

The situation apparently has 
changed little.

It has not been uncom- 
mon for both armies to claim occu- 
pation of the same strategic hill 
positions at the same time. 

Heavy fighting spread along the 
winding Zujar River in southwest- 
ern Spain as Government troops 
tried to drive insurgents out of the 
foothold they had gained in the 
mountain barrier to the Almaden 
mercury mining zone. 

Insurgent dispatches say all Gov- 
ernment counter-attacks failed. 
Government bulletins, however, re- 
port that insurgents who crossed 
the Zujar at the extreme northern 
flank of the Almaden line. were 
driven back across the river. 

Insurgents say their General, 
Gonzalo Queipo de Liano, has oc- 
cupied 2300 square miles since be- 


ginning an offensive around Alma- 
den last month. His objective is a

British Air Raid Investigators Go 
to Government Spain.

TOULOUSE, France, Aug. 18.— 
Col. Ruscombe Smyth-Pigott and 
Major Lejeune, British air bom- 
bardment observers, left by air- 
plane for Government Spain today 
at the request of Barcelona au- 
thorities to investigate an insur- 
gent raid on Alicante. 

The observers planned to talk 
with officials in Barcelona before 
flying to Alicante; Mediterranean 
port which insurgents have bombed 
frequently, most recently on Mon- 
day when 60 bombs killed two and 
wounded six persons. 

The men form a commission to 
determine whether military objec- 
tives are involved in bombings.

STATES DRAW $67,600,000 
OF JOB INSURANCE FUND 


Treasury Receipts From Them for 
Same Period, However, Total

NEW YORK, Aug. 18. — State 
withdrawals from the Federal un- 
employment insurance fund during 
the first 13 days of August were 
the largest for a comparable period. 
The $31,600,000 withdrawn brings 
the total for the fiscal year to date 
(starting July 1) to $67,600,000, and 
compares with a bare $200,000 in 
the corresponding period last year. 

Receipts by the Treasury fund, 
however, held well above outgo, 
state deposits so far this fiscal year 
totaling $96,800,000. —

I am glad to j@in the 
brotherhood which Queens has con- 
tributed and is contributing not 
only to the spiritual leadership for 
which the college was established, 
but also to the social public lead- 
ership in the civilized life of Cana- 
da.

“An American President is pre- 
cluded by our Constitution from 
accepting any title from a foreign 
prince, potentate, or power. Queens 
University is not a prince or a 
potentate but it is a power. Yet 
I can say, without constitutional 
reserve, that the acceptance of the 
title which you confer on me to- 
day would raise no qualms in the 
a t breastofourown Supreme 
Court. 

“Civilization is not national—it is 
international—even though that ob- 
servation—trite to most of us, is 
today challenged in some parts of 
the world.

Fellowship of Americas. 


“In a large sense we in the Amer- 
ica’s stand charged today with the 
maintaining of that tradition. 
When, speaking recently in a simi- 
lar vein in the Republic of Brazil, 
I included the Dominion of Canada 
in the fellowship of the Americas, 
our South American neighbors 
gave hearty acclaim. We in the 
Americas know the sorrow and the 
wreckage which may follow if the 
ability of men to understand each 
other is rooted out from among 
the nations. 

“Many of us here today know 
from experience that of all the 
devastations of war none is more 
tragic than the destruction which 
it brings to the processes of men’s 
minds. Truth is denied because 
emotion pushes it aside. Forebear- 
ance ig succeeded by bitterness. In 
that atmosphere human thought can 
not advance. 


“It is impossible not to remember 
that for years when Canadians and 
Americans have met they have 
light-heartedly saluted as North 
American friends, without thought 
of dangers from overseas. Yet we

“We in the Americas are no long- 
er a far away continent, to which 
the eddies of controversies beyond 
the seas could bring no interest or 
no harm. Instead, we in the Amer- 
icas have become a consideration to 
every propaganda office and to ev- 


ery general staff beyond the seas.“ 


The vast amount of our resources, 
the vigor of our commerce and the 
strength of our men have made us 
vital factors in world peace wheth- 
er we choose or not. 

“Happily, you and we, in friend- 
ship and in entire understanding, 
can look clear-eyed at these possi- 
bilities, resolving to leave no path- 
way unexplored and no technique 
undeveloped which may, if our 
hopes are realized, contribute to 
the peace of the world, Even if 
those hopes are disappointed, we 
can assure each other that this 
hemisphere at least shal] remain a 
strong citadel wherein civilization 
can flourish unimpaired. 

“The Dominion of Canada is part 
of the sisterhood of the British em- 
pire. I give to you assurance that 
the people of the United States will 
not stand idly by if the domination 
of Canadian soil is threatened by 
any other empire. 

“We are good neighbors and true 
friends because we maintain our 
own rights with frankness, because 
we refuse to accept the twists of 
secret diplomacy, because we set- 
tle our disputes by consultation and 
because we discuss our common 
problems in the spirit of the com- 
mon good. We seek to be scrupu- 
lously fair and helpful not only in 
our relations with each other but 
each of us at home in our relations 
with our own people. 

Public Opinion and Policy. 

“But there is one process which 
we certainly cannot change and 
probably ought not to change. This 
is the feeling which ordinary men 
and women have about events 
which they can understand. We 
cannot prevent our people from 
having an opinion in regard to 
wanton brutality, in regard to un- 
democratic regimentation, in re- 
gard to misery inflicted on helpless 
peoples, or in regard to violations 
of accepted individual rights. All 
that any government, constituted 
as is yours and mine, can possibly 
undertake is to help make sure 
that the facts are known and fairly 
stated. No country where thought 
is free can prevent every fireside 
and home within its borders from 
considering the evidence for itself 
and rendering its own verdict; and 
the sum total.of these conclusions 
of educated men and women will, 
in the long run, become the na- 
tional verdict. 

“That is what we mean when we 
say that public opinion ultimately 
governs policy. It is right and just 
that this should be the case. 

“Many of out ancestors came to 
Canada and the United Stdtes be- 
cause they wished to break away 
from systems which forbade them 
to think freely, and their descend- 
ants have insisted on the right to 
know the truth—to argue their 
problems to a majority’ decision, 
and, if they remained unconvinced, 
to disagree in peace. As a tribute 
to our likeness in that respect, I 
note that the Bill of Rights in your 
country and in mine is substantial- 
ly the same.

AFL. COUNSEL FAVORS 
ESS POWER FOR NLRB 


Joseph Padway Suggests Sev- 
eral Amendments to Wag- 
ner Act. 


By the Associated Press. 

MILWAUKEE, Aug. 18.—Joseph 
A. Padway, American Federation of 
Labor counsel, said teday he had 
written a set of proposed amend- 
ments to the Wagner Labor Rela- 
tions Act, designed to reduce the 
authority of the National Labor 
Relations Board and strip it of ju- 
dicial. powers. 

Padway said the proposals to 
change the Wagner Act had been 
drafted at the direction of William 
L. Green, president of the A. F. of L. 

“The amendments,” Padway as- 
serted, “would transfer the judicial 
powers now held by thé N L R B 
to an independent tribunal, where 
they belong. Most administrative 
duties, of course, would be left with 
the board. An appellate court 
would have jurisdiction to review 
the facts and law in every case the 
NLRB decided. 

“Now the court can review only 

the questions of law. It is bound 
by the findings of fact of the N L 
R B. 
“The amendments also would 
make it mandatory on the board 
to set aside craft organizations as 
separate units in deciding cases. 
That would make it impossible for 
the board to consider a whole plant 
as an industrial unit. 

“The A. F. of L, will do all within 
its power to curtail the authority 
of the board.” 

Padway said he would confer 
with: Green in Washington. The 
A. F. of L. executive board prob- 
ably would receive the final draft 
Monday, Padway said, and if it 
approved, Co would be 
asked to adopt the amendments. 

The proposed amendments also 
would: Restrict the power of the 
NL B to issue and deny sub- 
penas; grant courts power to. re- 
view NL R B facts and decisions 
and determine whether the board 
was justified in its finding, limit 
the board’s. power of invalidating 
union-employer contracts.

816,000 for Work She Could Have 
Bought for $5000. 


A stormy episode in the history] ing 


of a Gainsborough painting of a 
peaceful English landscape which 
adorns the home of Mrs, Oscar 
Johnson, 38 Portland place, came 
to light yesterday when two art 
dealers fell out. 

The deposition of Max Safron, 
who operates the Safron Gallery 
in Hotel Jefferson, was filed in Cir- 
cuit Court. He and J. P. Labey, 
New York art dealer for whom 
Safron sold the painting to Mrs. 
Johnson, are suing each other. La- 
bey says Safron still owes him 
$2500 of the purchase price and 
Safron says Labey owes him $3500 
for another English landscape, by 
George Morland. 

Mrs. Johnson paid $16,000 for the 
Gainsborough, which, Safron testi- 
fied, Labey would have sold for as 
little as $5000, although Labey, in 
more presperous times, had paid 
$36,000 for the picture. 

St. Louls Dealer’s Testimony. 

“Labey came out here with the 
painting in 1932,” the St. Louis art 
dealer testified. “He said he was 
broke and if he could sell the 
Gainsborough he would take $5000 
for it. I took it around to several 
collectors and showed it to Mrs. 
Johnson. She made an offer of 
$16,000 for it, stating, in Labey’s 
presence, that she would pay for it 
when she saw fit.” 

The art dealers agreed, Safron 
testified, that his commission for 
selling the painting was to be $6000. 
Subsequently he collected $10,000, 
in several installments, from Mrs. 
Johnson, retaining $6000 and send- 


$4000 to Labey. After that, he 
said, he left to Labey collection of 
the $6000 balance which, he, sup- 
posed, had been paid by Mrs, John- 
son. 

But in May, 1936, Labey came to 
St. Louis again and was again in 
financial difficulty, Safron testi 
fied. Labey—“my good friend and 
fellow art dealer”—told Safron some 
of his friends were “signing papers” 
to help him out of his difficulty, 
Safron added. They had a friendly 
conversation over their . drinks 
which were served in Safron's stu- 
dio, and Safron agreed to “sign 
a paper.” 

The paper, on letterhead of Saf- 
ron’s studio and dated May 22, 
1936, was introduced. It read: “I 
have today paid Mr. J. P. Labey 
$500. This leaves a balance of 
$2500 that I still owe of money col- 
lected from Mrs. Oscar Johnson on 
the sale of a painting by Gains- 
borough.” ‘ 

But, Safron said, he signed it 
without reading it, and did not 
know its content until it was shown 
to him at the deposition hearing. 

Other Work Said to Be Loan. 

It was on that same visit, in 
May, 1936, Safron testified, that 
Labey obtained from him, as a loan, 
the Morland painting of two horses 
in a landscape. The Morland has 
never been returned, he said. 

‘Morland and Thomas Gains- 
borough were eighteenth century 
English painters, famed for their 
landscapes.

In reply to Gerling’s request for 
an explanation of the full purpose

I here- 
by give you my assurance that 
nothing but instruction in the Ger- 
man language has or will be given 
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you represent, or the sponsors of 
the German instruction. It is nec- 
essary, not on account of certain 
specific complaints, but to conform 
with the requirements, that the 
persons or organization responsible 
for the use of the building must 
be known. | 
“Strong Complaint.” 

“Recently a strong complaint was 
registered that the German school 
was actually an agent or an organ 
of the Nazi organization. I am 
obliged to say frankly that we could 
not approve of the use of the build- 
ing for such an organ. You stated 
to me over the telephone that the 
school was in no way connected 
with the Nazi movement. I accept- 
ed this and so wrote to the com- 
plainant, but to avoid unjust criti- 
cism we shall find it necessary to 
have a very definite assurance that 
use of a public building is not being 
given to an organization generally 
regarded as anti or un-American. 

“Tf such assurance is received I 
shall be glad to recommend to my 
fellow officers that the board be 
requested to approve the issuance 
of the permit.”

REFUSES TO DROP 
NLRB COMPLAINT 


Men Oppose: Proposal to 

- Dismiss Charges if Com- 
pany Halts Criminal Cases 
Arising in Strike.

' NEWTON, Ia., Aug. 18-In a 
‘secret ballot last night members of 
the United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers, a C I O union, 
‘representing employes of the May- 
tag Co., unanimously voted to re- 
ject the company’s wage proposal. 
Discussion at the meeting dis- 
closed the company and union ‘still 
are at odds on wages, disposition of 


the 12 men not taken back by the 
washing machine company and ex- 
piration date of a new contract, 

Substantial agreement was seen, 
however, in such questions as union 
recognition, open shop, hours of em- 
ployment, seniority and grievance 
procedure. 

The company’s wage proposal, 
which was voted down by the union, 
was the same that was made, 
through Gov. Kraschel, at the 
time the reopening of the plant 
with National Guardsmen was an- 
nounced, Aug. 4. 

The union also refuséd to accept 
a proposal that the union dismiss 
unfair labor practice charges 
against the Maytag Co. in return 
for the proposed dismissal by local 
authorities of indictments and con- 
tempt citations pending against 
C I O members. 

Letter From Judge. 

This was in the form of a letter 
written by District Judge Frank 
Bechly to Maj. Frank B. Hallagah, 
chairman of the Military Commis- 
sion acting under martial law in 
Newton. 

The letter was described by,union 
officers as “another Fuller offer” 
(referring to a proposal by District 
Judge Homer Fuller to drop con- 
viction on contempt charges against 
union leaders if they advised em- 
ployes to return to their jobs). 

The letter declared Judge Bechly 
had handed Maj. Hallagan “dismis- 
gals in certain injunction, contempt 
and criminal cases.” Under the 
terms set out, the dismissals are to 
become effective only when martial 
law is lifted, when a new contract 
between the union and the company 
is signed—and when the Labor 
Board case against the Maytag Co. 
‘is dismissed. 

William Sentner of St. Louis, Mo., 
international vice-president of the 
union, spoke after the letter was 
read. 

“I consider this a veiled threat,” 
Sentner said, “that we must sign a 
contract on the company’s terms or 
the indictments will be pressed. Do 
you want to dismiss our complaint 
before the Labor Board charging 
the company with unfair labor prac- 
tices?” His answer was a loud 
“No” from the audience. 

A resolution was adopted; stating 
that the points agreed on by the 
Maytag Co. and the union commit- 
tee “can be the basis for an agree- 
ment.” 

Would Resist Further Pay Cuts. 

The resolution expressed a de- 
termination “that we will resist any 
and all efforts of the Maytag Co. 
to further reduce rates of pay or 
wages in the Maytag plant.” 

The Maytag Co. proposal rejected 
by the union provided for a 10 per 
cent pay cut, plus further “down- 
ward adjustments” not to exceed 5 
per cent. However, the company 
proposed that if it is able to meet 
preferred stock dividends during 
1938 it will, on Jan. 1, 1939, grant 
a 5 per cent increase to run until 
Jan, 1, 1940. 

In addition, the company pro- 
posed to restore another 5 per cent 
of the wage cut if it is able to 
meet preferred stock dividends and 
to pay an amount equal to 25 cents 
a share on common stock during 
the 18-month period ending June 30, 
1939. This increase would run until 
June 30, 1940. 

Union leaders characterized these 
proposals as “the bait.” They read 
a wage proposal which they said 
had been presented to the company, 
and rejected. The union proposal 
was that the 10 per cent wage cut 
be accepted by the union, but no 
wages should be less than 50 cents 
an hour. The union further pro- 
posed that during the first week 
in January, 1939, conferences “shall 
be convened for the purpose of no- 
gotiating wage increases.” 

To Continue Work Under Protest. 

In rejecting the company’s wage 
proposal the union members fol- 
lowed recommendations of the ne- 
gotiating committee that they con- 
tinue at work for the time being— 
“under protest.” 

The union adopted a resolution 
which said in part: 

“It is hard to understand why the 
company desires to take its em- 
ployes into a partnership now, 
making wages dependent upon 
profits, when in April of this year 
they refused to take us into part- 
nership and allow us to share in 
their $2,200,000 profits of 1937.

Question of Monopoly. * 

“Let me make, now, an unusual 
statement. I am sure you will not 
misunderstand. I. consider that I 
have, myself, a particular duty in 
connection with St. Lawrence pow- 
er. The almost unparalleled oppor- 
tunity which the river affords has 
not gone unnoticed by some of my 
friends on our side of the boundary. 
A conception has been emerging in 
the United States which is not with- 
out a certain magnificence. This 
is no less than the conviction that 
if a private group could control the 
outlet of the Great Lakes basin, that 
group would have a monopoly in 
the development of a territory 
larger than many of the great em- 
pires in history. 

“If you were to search the rec- 
ords .with which my Government 
is familiar, you would discover that 
litérally every development of .elec- 
tric ‘power, save only the Ontario- 
Hydro, is allied to, if not controlled 
by, a single American group, with, 
of course, the usual surrounding 
penumbra of allies, affiliates, sub- 
sidiaries and satellites. In earlier 
stages of development of ‘natural 
resources on this continent, .this 
was normal and usual. In recent 
decades, however, we habe come to 
realize the implications to the pub- 
lic—to the individual men and wom- 


; en, to business men, big and little, 


and even to Government itself— 
resulting from the ownership by 
any group of the right to dispose 
of wealth which was granted to us 
collectively by nature herself. 
Each Government Master. 

“The development of natural re- 

sources, and the proper handling of 
their fruits, is a major problem of 
government. Naturally, no solution 
would be acceptable to either coun- 
try which does not leave its Govern- 
ment entirely, master in its own 
house. 
To put it bluntly, a group of 
American interests is here gradu- 
ally putting. itself. into a position 
where, unless caution is -exercised, 
they may in time be able to deter- 
mine the economic fate of a large 
area, both in Canada and the Unit- 
ed States. 

“Now it is axiomatic in Canadian 
American relations that both of us 
scrupulously respect the right of 
each to determine its own affairs. 
For that reason, when I know that 
the operation of uncontrolled Amer- 
ican economic forces is slowly pro-

Hwangmei, 25 miles north of 
Kiukiang, was the spearhead of 
sanguinary battles in which the pri- 
mary Chinese aim was to prolong 
the stalemate through persistent 
counterattacks. 

Batteries Fire From Hilis, 
military sources report- 
ed their batteries mounted on hill 
tops overlooking the Yangtze suc- 
ceeded in disabling “numerous” Jap- 
anese transports and warships. 

After many previous assertions 
that they had conquered Shansi 
Province in the north, Japanese mil- 
itary authorities admitted today 
that the Chinese had established a 
strong 45-mile defense line linking 
Pinglu and Puchow, the southern 
terminus of the Shansi Railway, 
thus blocking one gateway to 
Shansi.

Reopens Fox; Fresh Programs 
At Ambassador, Missouri, St. Louis 


The Crowd Roars and “Rich Man, Poor 
| Girl” Go Into Second Week at 
Loew’s Theater. 


in St. Louis begins officially to- 

morrow with the reopening of 
the Fox Theater, closed since last 
May, and the showing of Darryl 
F. Zanuck’s musical epic, “Alexan- 
der’s Ragtime Band.” 

Loew's Theater, which will have 
“Marie Antoinette” on Sept. 2 as its 
first. big spectacle of the new sea- 
son, is keeping “The Crowd 
Roars” and “Rich Man, Poor Girl” 
for another week. The Ambassador 
has booked two new first-run fea- 
tures, “The Amazing Dr. Clitter- 
house” and “My Bill,” for tomor- 
row; the Missouri also has two un- 
played pictures, “Mother Carey’s 
Chickens” and Sky Giant”; the St. 
Louis will show a program made 
up of “I’m From the City” and 
“Penrod’s Double Trouble.” 

“Alexander’s Ragtime Band,” a 
two-hour feature, goes into the Fox 
on a modified double bill arrange- 
ment. A second feature, “Speed to 
Burn,” will be shown twice daily, 
at about 11:30 a. m. and 6 p. m. 
tomorrow, Saturday and Sunday 
and four times daily during the re- 
mainder of the week. 


The main feature, made at a re- 
ported cost of $2,275,000, encom- 
passes the song-writing career of 
Irving Berlin, although it is not 
based on his life. On the contrary, 
although the story idea came from 
Berlin, the sc play of Kath- 
ryn Scola and mar Trotti con- 
siders only the career of a mythi- 
cal San Francisco band leader, 
played by Tyrone Power, who takes 
his unit from a honky-tonk called 
“Dirty Eddie’s” on the Barbary 
coast to a big ‘swing’ concert in 
Carnegie Hall. Alice Faye is sin- 
ger with the orchestra, Don 
Amache the piano player. Others 
in the cast are Ethel Merman, Jack 
Haley, Jean Hersholt, Helen West- 
ley, John Carradine and Wally Ver- 
non. 


The musical background of the 
picture is created entirely of Berlin 
compositions,. beginning with “Alex- 
ander’s Ragtime Band,” the tune 
which he wrote in 1911 and which 
revolutionized popular dance mu- 
sic, and continuing to 1938. Among 
the 28 Berlin songs heard in the 
course of the show are “That In- 
ternational Rag,” Oh, How I Hate 
to Get Up in the Morning,” “A Pret- 
ty Girl Is Like a Melody,” “Blue 
Skies,” “Easter Parade,” “Remem- 
ber,” “Say It With Music” and 
“Marie.” Two entirely new num- 
bers are introduced, “Now It Can 
Be Told” and “My Walking Stick.” 


In the last 30 years, Berlin has 
written some 600 songs. He was 
born in Russia, brought to this 
country at the age of four, grew 
up on New York’s East Side and 
had written several successful 
gongs before he composed “Alexan- 
der’s Ragtime Band.” He has never 
taken more than one or two music 
lessons of any kind, composes in 
the key of F-sharp and has a spe- 
cial transposing piano to place the 
songs in other keys. 

Although “Alexander’s Ragtime 
Band” is his favorite work, he did 
not own the rights to it until 1928, 
a year in which he bought up all 
of his songs that he did not then 
own. 

“Speed to Burn,” the Fox’s sub- 
sidiary feature, is the story of a 
race horse which is bought by the 
police department and then re- 
turned to the track in a big race. 
Police and gangsters are the ad- 
versaries in the plot, with Michael 
Whalen as a young officer and 
Lynn Bari as the girl he loves. 

With the reopening of the Fox, 
the office personnel of the Fan- 
chon & Marco theaters has moved 
from the Ambassador to the Grand 
boulevard house. Clyde Brown, re- 
cent manager of the Missouri The- 
ater, takes over the post of house 
manager of the Fox. 

Stage shows are still in the bal- 
ance, although negotiations with 
the unions have been under way 
for some time.

HELD IN HUNT FOR 
CLEVELAND KILLER 


59 Vagrants Routed From 
Huts and Jailed to Await 
Questioning — 10 Have 
Police ‘Records. a 


‘. STUDIED AS CLEW 


of Body of One of Latest 


From Scrap Heap. 


By the Associated Press. 

C , Aug. 18. — Police 
routed 59 vagrants from makeshift 
shacks in thr “shanty towns” 
within a mile of downtown Cleve- 
land today in their hunt for the 
“torso killer” of a dozen persons. 

The men were placed in jail cells 
to await questioning. Ten were 
found to have police records. 

Investigators turned to two clus- 
ters of hovels, built from discarded 
crates, wood and metal, after evi- 


tons containing parts of one of the 
killer’s latest two victims came from 
scrap heaps in the nearby Central 
Market district. 

Municipal Safety Director Eliot 
Ness, former Federal agent, led 25 
officers to a hillside colony a 
stone’s throw from the market. 
Later the raiders visited another 
“shanty town” a short distance | 
away. Then they moved on to an 
indigent community near Kings- 
bury Run, the meandering stream 
near which the killer’s first vic- 
tims were found in 1935. 

When police descended on the 
motley squatters, the places were 
thrown into an uproar. Howls of 
mongrel dogs mingled with curses 
of dwellers, some of whom were 
forcibly ejected. Officers invaded 
more than 40 huts, bashing in doors 
when admission was refused. 

The men in custody are typical 
of the homeless derelicts who have 
fallen under the maniacal killer’s 
knife. Sergeant James McDonald 
said all would be fingerprinted on 
the chance victim No. 13 is among 
them. 

Officers said the roundup was 
prompted by the question of where 
in the densely populated market 
area is a place the killer could keep 
victims’ bodies for several months 


before disposing of them in par- A 


cels. 

Dissected bodies of the surgically 
adept murderer’s eleventh and 
twelfth victims, a woman and man, 
were found Tuesday in a lake front 
dumping ground. 

Segments of the woman’s body 
were in cartons, one of which bore 
the stamp of a local biscuit com- 
pany and the other the mark of a 
frozen fish concern. 

The biscuit company manager 
said two such boxes were sent to a 
central market house a month ago. 
The fish container, a company 
spokesman said, was also sent to 
the market last month. Investiga- 
tors said both boxes were thrown 
out as rubbish by the market places. 

Coroner S. R. Gerber said victim 
No. 11 was killed from four to six 
months ago and victim No. 12 from 
seven to 10 months ago. He held 
that the fragments were concealed 
in the dump about three weeks ago.

The memorandum, it was 
stressed, has nothing to do with 
Berle’s position in the State De- 
partment. He is a former professor 
at. Columbia University, probably 
the foremost authority in the Gov- 
ernment on corporate structure, 
and it was for this reason, it was 
explained, that he was called u 
for his views. | 

Development of Feud. 

The memorandum and the cir- 
cumstances surrounding its dis- 
closure make clear that a feud has 
been in progress for some months, 
really ever since Berle came to 
Washington from New York where 
he served as City Chamberlain to 
Mayor LaGuardia. Corcoran, Ickes 
and others in the left wing have 
resented Berle’s presence and their 
spokesmen have not hesitated to 
circulate through various means 
“poison” as to his beliefs and 

und. The word was circu- 
lated that Berle was a tory, that 
he was a defender of big business 
—in short a heretic. 

The confidential memorandum is 
dated July 12. Copies of it were 
submitted to various New Dealers 
associated with the monopoly inves- 
tion. — Shortly afterward cane 
fully selected parts of it, which pre- 
sented the whole in a bad light 
in \Berle’s opinion, to ap- 
pear in certain newspaper columns. 
One columnist wrote that Berle had 
prepared “a defense of big busi- 
ness.” Berle began to suspect 
strongly that these stories were 
“planted.” The result was that 
finally the entire memorandum was 
made available. 

At the outset of the memorandum 
Berle set forth certain “general ob- 
jectives” for the proposed investiga- 
tion which should lead, he declared, 
to “a triple income statement for 
the industrial system.” 


Index to Failures. 

“Such an approach,” he declared, 
“will at least indicate the major 
successes or, more often, the failures 
resulting from the existing indus- 
trial system. At least, it will end 
certain illusions which now confuse 
national thinking. We know in ad- 
vance that the present productivity 
of industry, which is so highly re- 
garded and so often praised, is not, 
in fact, sufficient to meet the ag- 
gregate of ‘legitimate claims’ made 
against it by labor, by consumers, 
possibly also by investors, in many 
instances. But this fact is rarely 
appreciated.” 8 

In many respects the memoran- 
dum shows that Berle’s views are 
more radical, in the ordinary sense 
of that word, than those of the Cor- 
coran-Ickes faction. Unaccus- 
tomed to the ways of Washington, 
he naively believed that a memo- 
randum plainly marked “confiden- 
tial—not for publication,” meant 
just that and therefore he did not 
pull his punches in presenting his 
views on the whole problem. 

One section of the me dum 
is devoted to “the subsidy of indus- 
try by the Government.” It consid- 
ers direct subsidies to the Mer- 
chant Marine and the air lines as 
well, as indirect subsidies. “I be- 
lieve,” Berle wrote, “that the pecu- 
liarly low mail rates granted to 
newspapers and the second-class 
material fairly comes in this class. 
Exception from taxes, franking 
privileges, et cetera, should be in-

importance of an understanding of 
the use to which controls over busi- 
ness—if such controls grew out of 
the investigation—shall be put. He 
made it plain that he was not neces- 
sarily opposed, for example, to the 
Federal licensing bill of Senator 
Joseph C. O’Mahoney, chairman of 
the Investigating Committee, But 
if such a bill were adopted he 
would want to be sure that its 
sponsors knew what ends it would 
achieve. In this memorandum 
Berle opposed the high wundistri- 
buted profits taxes on which the 
administration suffered defeat at 
the last session of Congress. 
A Point Unrealized. 

“What was not realized,” he 
wrote, “was the fact that a high 
undistributed surplus tax, though 
it retarded growth of existing large 
corporations, gave them a perpetual 
franchise, not only to stay large but 
to be the only large corporation in 
existence. No small business could 
grow up to a point where it could 
give its larger competitors any 
réal battle. In consequence every 
small business was in danger far 
more than the large, and knew it, 
which was the real reason for the 
revolt and ultimate modification of 
the tax. Arithmetically, there 


could be no other result.” 


“If it were really desired,” he 
added, “to create a set of competi- 
tive units, one of the simplest ways 
of doing so would be to-allow an 
exemption from undistributed sur- 
plus taxes—or possibly even from 
competitive income tax—until the 
corporation reached a size equal to, 
say, 25 per cent of its largest com- 
petitor, provided the income were 
devoted to building plant or pay- 
ing debts incurred for that pur- 
pose.” 

In challenging the 60-family the- 
ory, Berle stressed the importance 
of distinguishing between the con- 
centration of property and owner- 
ship and the concentration of pow- 
er. These, in Berle’s view, are two 
different problems, 


Property Not Power. 
I have not been able,” he wrote, 
any intellectual respect 


Families” (leaving aside the fact 
that it was extremely inaccurate) 
because property. is one thing and 
power is another. Concentration 
of power in New York or Boston 
has nothing whatever to do with 
the private fortunes of individuals. 
The Van Sweringens were no less 
powerful at the end of their lives, 
when they were bankrupt, than 
they were in midstream, when they 
had between them a fortune worth 
on paper two or three hundred mil- 
lion.” 

At the end of his 23-page memo- 
randum—typewritten single-spaced 
—Berle predicted that Government 
would be “forced into a vast expan- 
sion of direct production of one sort 
or another.” He suggested that it 
might follow. a regional pattern, as 
with the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity. 

Berle is the author, with Gardiner 
C. Means, of “The Modern Corpor- 
ation and Private Property,” con- 
sidered a classic study of the whole 
problem of corporate ownership, be- 
sides other books on corporate con- 
trol,

Laborers Thrown Out of Jobs by 
Strike to Repair Heat’s Dam- 
age to Thoroughfares. 

About 300 Street Division labor- 
ers who were thrown out of work 
as a result of a strike called July 
13 in behalf of city hoisting engi- 
neers will return to Work Monday 
on a temporary basis. 

In making the announcement yes- 
terday, Director of Streets and 
Sewers Frank J. McDevitt said the 
men would make temporary re- 
pairs to streets damaged by heat. 
He said the laborers would not per- 
form any of the functions of the 
strikers and that materials other 
than those processed at plants in- 
volved in the strike would be used. 

The last development in the 
strike was last week, when build- 
ing trades union leaders refused to 
accept the proposal of a Federal 
conciliator to call off the strike, 
which involves about 700 men.

CONTROL OF RULES COMMITTEE 
AT STAKE IN @’CONNOR FIGHT 


If Chairman Wins, Anti-Adminis- 
tration Bloc Is Likely to Gain 
Control. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18—Admin- 
istration control of the strategic 
Housé Rules Committee is at stake 
in President Roosevelt’s fight to 
unseat Representative John O’Con- 
nor of New York. 

If O’Connor is renominated and 
re-elected, domination of this com- 
mittee—which determines the legis- 
lation to come before the House— 
may pass into the hands of anti- 
administration Congressmen. 

O’Connor is chairman. Nine other 
Democrats and four Republicans 
crats—Sabath of Illinois, Green- 
and Lewis of Colorado—are gener- 
ally considered Roosevelt support- 
ers. Four others O of Georgia, 
Smith of Virginia, Clark of North 
Carolina and Dies of Texas—bucked 
the President on the wage-hour bill.

Way te Be Sought to Assure Both

Canada has announced a subsidy 
program. It will pay farmers a set 
price for their grand and sell all it 
can at prices meeting foreign com- 
petition. The Canadian Govern- 
ment will make up any losses.

JERUSALEM, Aug. 18.—Arabs, 
emboldened by the success of their 
land mine tactics, were reported 
to be pressing closer to Palestine’s 
main towns today in the unabated 
strife between Jews and Arabs in 
the Holy Land.

This action followed an appeal by 
Premier Edouard Daladier to the 
nation to give renewed support to 
the Government in face of inter- 
national difficulties and attacks on 
the franc.” 

Daladier’s Sta.ement. 

The “national defense” Premier, 
in a statement issued from his of- 
fice in the War Ministry, declared 
the gravity of the international 
situation had been “exaggerated” 
and asserted his Government was 
opposed to further devaluation of 
the franc. 

“The Government counts on all 
Frenchmen to be confident in the 
future of their country and to ac- 
complish their duty as the Govern- 
ment is determined to do its own,” 
Daladier declared. 

He said he would renew his ap» 
peal in a week-end broadcast. 

Referring apparently to the ac 
cord among the United States, 
France and Great Britain to stabil 
ize their currencies, he declared: 

“The Government is resolutely 
hostile to both control of foreigh 
exchange and new devaluation of 
the franc. 

“They would have for a conse- 
quence the rupture of international} 
solidarity which is the most effec- 
tive guarantee of the peace of 
Europe.” 

Uneasiness in Euro 

Daladier said “concern io been 
manifested in most countries of 
Europe over the future of various 
currencies” because of international 
unrest. 

“At the same time,” he said, “pur- 
chases of gold and hoarding of 
gold, which stopped for several 
months, have been resumed with 
intensity on most European mar- 
kets. 

“This hoarding of gold, which is 
an evil for the country, is, moree 
over, an error for those who aban- 
don themselves to it.” 

After declaring his Government 
had no intention to devalue the 
franc further, the Premier said he 
would present in his radio speech 
the Government’s program “of en- 
ergetic measures indispensable both 
to maintenance of the currency and 
defense of the nation.” 

Informed quarters interpreted his 
statement as a reaffirmation of the 
tri-power monetary accord and of 
the Cabinet’s policy of prepared 
ness at a time when German 
Czechoslovak friction again is bee 
coming acute and French-Italian 
relations again show signs of strain,

Is it not also true that many other Presidents, 
through methods which were concealed from the 
public, have intervened in primaries and the selec- 
tion of senatorial candidates? | 

Mr. Roosevelt is more moved by political antipa- 
thies than by political friendships. He is for Law- 
rence Camp fh Georgia for the Democratic senatorial 
nomination because he is against Senator George, 
who has opposed key administration measures such 
as the wage-hour law and the reorganization Dill. 
He is for James H. Fay for the nomination for Rep- 
resentative from New York’s Sixteenth Congressional 
District because he is against John J. O’Connor, who 
used his post as chairman of the Rules Committee 
to bottle up the wage-hour bill until the House was 
forced to do the unpleasant thing of discharging its 
committee by petition and vote on the floor. 

The cases in Maryland and South Carolina, also 
of current interest, are somewhat different and yet 
essentially the same. Mr. Roosevelt doubtless is 
pleased to have the opportunity to commend the 
philosophy of Representative David J. Lewis, veteran 
supporter of social and economic legislation, to the 
voters of the Free State. But behind this there is 
the undeniable fact that Mr. Lewis’ opponent, Senator 
Millard E. Tydings, has been one of the Democrats 
who have broken most frequently with the New Deal. 

The situation in South Carolina strongly suggests 
that in Maryland. Gov. Olin Johnston occupies a 
position much like that of Mr. Lewis, while Senator 
Eilison D. Smith, although different in manner, is 
akin to Senator Tydings in outlook. 

As for Representative O’Connor of Tammany, it is 
not easy to follow the logic of his actions. He re- 
ments it because President. Roosevelt comes out for 
his opponent; this intervention is a piece of intra- 
party interference to which the President should not 
stoop, he infers, Yet Mr. O'Connor, who at this 
point. cares so much about party, cares so little about 
it in reality that he is: seeking both the Republican 
and the Democratic nomination in his district. 

After all, this is just one of the problems of self- 
government. It is for the people to decide whether 
they think the President is attempting to set up a 
one-man rule and carry the country down the “peril- 
ous road to authoritarian government,” as Mark 
Sullivan terms it. Or whether, on the other hand, 
he is simply attempting to bring a new degree of 
responsibility to party performance. 

As we said in our editorial of June 26: 

Mr. Roosevelt, in his capacity as party leader, 
charged with carrying out the Democratic platform, 
asks that liberal Democrats be chosen as the party’s 
candidates for Congress. It is for the voters of each 
state in which he may intervene, for whatever reason, 
to pass judgment on the propriety of his action.”

That celebrated exile, Leon Trotsky, it appears, is 
writing two biographies at the same time: one of 
Stalin, the other of Lenin. 

This feat of literary ambidexterity will doubtless 
receive due recognition in time among devotees of 
belles-lettres, and full details will be learned of 
Trotsky's writing methods. Until these are disclosed, 
we can only guess as to how he does it. One good 
guess would. be that on mornings when the ex-War 
Commissar of all the Soviets arises at peace with the 
world, when the birds are singing their heads off 
and the sky is a stainless blue, he goes enthusiastical- 
ly to work on the Lenin biography.

YOUTH PARLEY-DIVIDED 
ON WAYS TO PEACE 


Nearly Every Group at World 
Congress’ Has Different Pro- 
gram Avoiding War. 


By the Associated Press. . 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Aug. 
18.—Delegates to the second world 
youth congress today found agree- 
ment on an international peace 
program impeded by the clash of 
national, racial and religious ideals. 

Almost every one of the 56 dele- 
gations had a different proposal, 
and the variations showed that in 
many cases they were strongly in- 
fluenced by what they considered 
the economic and political needs of 
their own countries, 

Some delegations, like that from 
the United States, were prepared 
to submit two programs. Leaders 
of the Congress hoped that through 
discussion. the 1000 delegates and 
observers would agree on a peace 
policy to which the youth of all 
nations could subs¢éribe. 

Joseph P. Lash of the United 
States group suggested that a basis 
on which all American youth 
groups could agree was Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull’s statement— 
“no nation can hope to escape un- 
affected by what happens abroad.” 

Lash suggested that six points 
made by Hull might be included 
—the limitation and reduction of 
armaments, economic reconstruc- 
tion, adherence to international 
law, the observance of treaties, ab- 
stention from the use of force, 
and collaboration between nations. 

“This is in essence really the 
good neighbor policy of which Mrs. 
Roosevelt spoke at the opening ses- 
sion,” Lash told a youth audience 
last night. 

Pierre Lointier, a French dele- 
gate, said he was convinced the 
League of Nations offered the best 
hope for peace, although some re- 
forms were necessary in the organ- 
ization. 

Communism Denied. 

Joseph Cadden, chairman of the 
conference denied the organization 
was a “front for Communism.” | 

The charge of Communism was 
made in Washington by H. L. 
Chaillaut before a House Commit- 
tee. 

Cadden said: “Homer Chaillaux 
is an old friend. It seems that in 
order to keep his job, he must paint 
at least one person or group red 
each week. I’m sorry but I baven't 
time to answer all the malicious 
fallacies of peanut. politicians who 
try to get publicity by calling 
everything they don’t understand 
‘red’ The simple idea of a gath- 
ering of world youth for peace 
seems utterly beyond him.” 

The presence of some Commun- 
ist delegates—which drew the crit- 
icism of a Poughkeepsie Alderman 
before the opening session—was de- 
fended by Cadden. 

No Group Barred. 


“We definitely have delegates 
representing that school of 
thought,” he said, “although their 
number is very small. We do not 
see how, since we are trying to 
reconcile all schools of political 
thought to a. program for peace, 
we could very well exclude any 
group.”

Broker, Who Made Large Gifts 
to Education and Charity, 
Succumbs at 89.

SARANAC LAKE, N. T., Aug. 18. 
Adolph Lewisohn, wealthy New 
York City investment broker and 
philanthropist, died at his summer 


home on Upper Saranac Lake yes- 


terday. He was 89 years old. 
Members of the family said the 


died were his son and daughter-in- 
law, Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Lewisohn, 
and several grown grandchildren. 
His daughter, Mrs. Arthur Lehman, 
a sister-in-law of Gov. Herbert H. 
Lehman, is in Europe. 

The body will be taken to New 
York City and services will be held 
at Temple Emmanuel there tomor- 
row afternoon. 

Mr. Lewisohn, a native of Ger- 
many, where his father had large 
business interests, came to this 
country 68 years ago. He was pres- 
ident of the firm of Adolph Lewis- 
ohn & Sons in New York City, and 
headed numerous mining concerns, 
including the Tennéssee Corpora- 
tion, the ‘Central Development Co., 
Miami Copper Co. and the South 
American Gold and Platinum Co. 

He made large gifts to educa- 
tional and charitable institutions. 
Among these was a gift of $300,000 


to Columbia University for con- 


struction of its school of mines 
building, and the Lewisohn Stadium 


| of the College of the City of New 


York, where for years he supported 
symphony concerts during the sum- 
mer. 

He was president of the Hebrew 
Sheltering Guardian Society, chair- 
man of the New York State Prison 
Survey Committee and chairman of 
the T. M. C. A. National Thrift 
Committee. 

Mr. Lewisohn was often described 
as “New York’s most useful citi- 
zen.” 

He amassed between $40,000,000 
and $100,000,000 in copper mining 
and smelting, having been a pioneer 
developer of the Montana copper 
industry. 

An advocate of hard work and 
thrift, he took Henry Ford to task 
in 1928 for advocating spending for 
self-improvement. 

“Saving is just as important for 
success,” he said. 

He retained an active interest in 
business and civic affairs until his 
death. At 70 he began taking sing- 
ing lessons and liked to dance until 
2 o' clock in the morning. Other 
diversions were horticulture, collect- 
ing rare Bibles, playing golf, whist 
and poker—and laying cornerstones.

Improvement of sweet corn has 
been especially helpful to canners. 
The hybrid corn developed by scien- 
tists is more uniform in texture 
and consistency of grains, more 
regular in shape and size than 
older varieties. These advantages 
have made possible more recent 
practices such as putting up corn 
in frozen packs, and an increased 
use of. the whole-grain method of 
removing kernels from the cobs. 
Most popular of all with the can- 
ners now is golden cross bantam, a 
yellow hybrid, developed by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture and the Purdue University 
Agricultural Experiment Station. 

When buying sweet corn on the 
market, or selecting it from the 
garden, look for ears that are bound 
up in fresh green husks. If the 
husks are dry or straw-colored, the 
corn is probably over-mature or 
there has been damage of some 
other sort. 

Small, Soft Kernels. 

Immature corn may not be rec- 
ognizable until the corn husk is 
peeled back. If the corn has not 
reached the right stage of maturity 
for eating the kernels will be small 
and very soft. Such corn lacks 
flavor after cooking. Corn that is 
“just right” for eating will have a 
well-filled ear, bright, plump, milky 
kernels that are just firm enough 
to offer a little resistance to pres- 
It will be yellow, white, or 
black depending on the variety. 

Look for worm injury in an ear 
of corn. This usually starts on 
the tip of the ear, works its way 
down. If the injury is confined to 
the tip, it may not be wasteful to 
buy the ear. But worm injury 
along the side of the corn ear is 
extremely objectionable. 

“Out of the garden, over the fire” 
ig the time-honored rule for using 
sweet corn. The tender corn, if 
not eaten soon, will toughen. Part 
of the sugar in the kernels changes 
over into starch and makes the 
corn less sweet. If it isn’t possible 
to use the corn right away, it should 
be shucked and cooled immediately 
and kept in the coldest part of the 
refrigerator. To keep corn from 
‘drying out in the refrigerator, Ae 
in a damp cloth or keep in the 
special vegetable box. 

Corn that is shipped commercially 
is often precooled before it enters 
the cars. In the cars it is covered 
with crushed ice, and the temper- 
ature is kept near 32 d Fahr- 
enheit. Humidity in these cars is 
exceptionally high and the air cir- 
culates freely.

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X-Ray Enables 
Reading With 
Closed Eyes 


Method Has Practical Use 
in Various Types of In- 


quiry.

ALWAYS felt it was an over- 
| sight on the part of nature that 

she did not provide means to 
allow us to close our ears as we 
do our eyes. Think of the luxury 
of closing out all ugly sounds, all 
the noises of the world. It would 
certainly promote comfortable sleep- 
ing, especially in city hotels, where 
I have been trying to sleep for the 
last night or two, 

I suppose the strict evolutionist 
would say that it was a protective 
device to promote the survival of 
the fittest—that we must have 
some warning to wake the sleeper 
in case danger is near. So for the 
sake of what might possibly hap- 
pen we will have to bear the honk 
of the midnight motorist in the 
street below. 

Perhaps science would devise 
some method to overcome shut ears 
anyhow, as it has to overcome shut 
eyes. I was startled to find in a 
medical journal the other day an 
article on reading with your eyes 
shut. 

This is not one of those hocus- 
pocus medicine stunts, and does 
not mean that anyone can read 
with the eyes shut under normal 
circumstances, It means the use 
of the X-rays to stimulate the 
retina. 

Of course, the X-rays penetrate 
the closed eyelids and throw an 
image on the retina. A film on 
which are printed words is passed 
between the X-ray tube and the 
closed eyelids, and the letters can 
be seen quite clearly. 

The idea has actical uses in 
eye medicine. For instance, in the 
case of an old cataract, the doctor 
does not know whether the pro- 
longed presence of the opacity has 
caused atrophy of the retina or 
not. Eyes do deteriorate from hav- 
ing light shut off from them, The 


*;} cataract prevents the patient from 


seeing print or light and the doc- 
tor from examining the retina with 
an ophthalmoscope. Here the 
X-ray comes in. It can penetrate 
the eyelid and the cataract both, 
and if it be turned on in such an 
instance and the patient sees light, 
then it is known that the retina is 
intact and removal of the cataract 
will be followed by a return of vi- 
sion, | 

Also in the case of foreign bodies 
in the eye. Small pieces of steel 
can penetrate the eyeball and re- 
main inside. When small they may 
be very difficult to locate, or even 
their presence at all may be doubt- 
ful. If the X-ray is turned on such 
an object the patient sees every- 
thing light except the foreign body, 
which will appear as a dark object 
in the field of vision. By using a 
metallic grid, the patient can point 
out the exact location of this body 
inside the eyeball.

Sitting directly behind South, I 
was shocked at the two spade re- 
sponse and wondered whether he 
would be lucky enough to redeem 
himself. When the grand slam 


finally was reached and North 


(after a low club Opening) exposed 
his hand, I was not surprised to 
see that a trump loser was a vir- 
tual certainty. A miraculous trump 
break, such as the Q-J blank in 
either hand, would have saved the 
declarer, but when it failed to ma- 
terialize he was down one. 


Superficially, it might appear 
that North was responsible for this 
debacle because he took out the 
ironclad six no trump to seven 
spades. In my opinion, such an 
observation would be quite out of 
order. The fault was 98 per cent 
South’s.. His spade suit did not 
remotely justify a jump take-out, 
and North could not be expected 
to allow for such a skimpy suit. 
After all, North had four honor 
tricks with beautiful distribution 
for spades. South, in addition to 
making a jump take-out, had ini- 
tiated the four no trump conven- 
tion, thus placing the aces of 
hearts and diamonds and the king 
of spades. Of course, North real- 
ized that there might be duplica- 
tion in clubs, but nevertheless it 
was inconceivable that South's 
spade suit, at the worst, should not 
be K-J high. If it were five long 
there would be an excellent chance 
to drop the queen and, of course, 
there was an éven better chance 
that South had the K-Q and that 
no drop or finesse would be need- 
ed. It is true that seven diamonds 
would have been a better bid than 
seven spades, and that it actually 
would have been a lay-down. 

Sauth had been seduced, by an 
impressive array of honor tricks, 
into a very bad bid. I repeat, his 
spade suit was much too anemic 
to warrant a jump take-out, and 
his distribution as a whole was 
distinctly no trumpish. With three 
and a half plus honor tricks his 
hand exactly efitted the require- 
ments for a three no trump take- 
out. I might refer readers to page 
177 of my Gold Book, on which ap- 
pears “The take-out (of a suit 
bid of one) to three no trump is 
a highly specialized bid to show: 
(a) three and a half to four honor 
tricks, with every suit stopped, 
and (b) 43-3-3 distribution.” 

Obviously, had South’s first take- 
out been three no trump, the 
partnership easily would have 
reached the proper six no trump 
or seven diamond contract,

HE annual rush is on. College

Inexpensive Pottery

Three quarts but- 
ton onions, one cup salt, three 
quarts boiling water, two cups su- 
gar, one and one-half quarts cider 
vinegar, two tablespoons whole 
spices, alum the size of a pea. Peel 
onions. Dissolve salt in boiling wa- 
ter and pour’ over the onions. Let 
stand over night. Drain and pack 
in a stone crock. Scald vinegar, 
spices and alum and bring to a 
boil. Pour immediately over the 
onions. Cover closely. Ready for 
use in a month.
